National Player^ 
present Hamlet 
to capacity crowd

The National Players can usually be 
depended upon to deliver a craftsmanlike, 
and at times inspired, performance o£ any 
given Shakespearean play. Last Monday 
night was n®, exception. Their Hamlet, al- 
though slicked up a bit for consumption 
by the masses, was nevertheless well ex- 
ecuted in most details. 

Unfortunately, there seemed to be 
a bit of tendency to play down to the 
audience. Ted Pezzulo. in the role of 
Polonius was most guilty of this fault. 
The part of Polonius is one which 
should be played for humor, but not, 
we believp, to the extent that Pezzulo 
played it. He produced guffaws and 
horse laughs from the audience when 
there should have been merely sym- 
pathy felt. We doubt if Shakespeare 
desired comic relief to be as omnipre- ^ 
sent as it was Monday night.
